Hidden Injustice 

Now county counsel is asking a judge to keep OC’s jail-snitch scandal under wraps

F or a quarter of a century, the 

Orange County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment (OCSD) operated one 
of the nation’s longest frauds 
on the criminal-justice system through 
a secret, computerized records system 
called TRED. In late 2014, Superior Court 
Judge Thomas M. Goethals forced a 
monumentally resistant OCSD to admit its 
existence. Why all the secrecy? 

The few TRED records that have been 
released for public viewing are a treasure 
trove of exculpatory evidence hidden 
from trials that resulted in prosecution 
victories over hoodwinked defendants. 
The records also clearly reveal that South¬ 
ern California law-enforcement officials 
run a jailhouse-informant program that 
habitually tramples the constitutional 
rights of pretrial defendants. 

With the aid of 
the county coun¬ 
sel’s office, OCSD 
officials employed 
exaggerations, 
half-truths, circular 
logic and legally 
inane gobbledygook 
to keep judges, 
juries and defense 
lawyers clueless 
about TRED since 
1990. They’ve even 
been willing to tell fibs under oath in a 
death-penalty case. 

Four months ago in People v. Scott 
Dekraai, Goethals labeled deputies Ben 
Garcia and Seth Tunstall as perjurers. 
These badged men repeatedly lied about 
the existence of the records, then faked 
amnesia when confronted with proof of 
their dishonesty. Perhaps anticipated pro¬ 
tection emboldened these characters. Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Tony Rackauckas—whose 
office is both the beneficiary of and will¬ 
ing partner in the Garcia/Tunstall ploys— 
refuses to prosecute the officers. 

A newly unsealed transcript of a March 
25,2005, pretrial hearing in People v. 
Henry Rodriguez sheds additional light on 
the TRED deception. To convict Rodri¬ 
guez, government agents violated legal 
principles established in Brady (records 
helpful to a defendant must be surren¬ 
dered) and Massiah (police can’t use 
trickery to entice incriminating statements 
from charged suspects who have a lawyer). 

The prosecution team placed veteran 
informant Michael James Garrity in close 
jail proximity to Rodriguez in June 1999, 
coached him on what questions they 
wanted answered, and pretended the 
snitch accidentally stumbled upon infor¬ 
mation so it could be used in trial. Hidden 
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TRED records contain notes revealing 
the true extent of Garrity’s snitch work 
for OCSD’s Special Handling Unit, which 
recruits and grooms informants for pros¬ 
ecutorial allies. 

As with all outsiders, James Crawford— 
Rodriguez’s defense lawyer—didn’t know 
TRED existed until recent months, in part 
because deputies generically referred to 
the system as “classification records.” But 
Crawford caused the 2005 hearing by 
filing a subpoena seeking the type of data 
contained in TRED, including Garrity’s 
jail movements and snitch-related opera¬ 
tions. In open court with Superior Court 
Judge Frank F. Fasel, deputy County 
Counsel Laura Knapp objected to surren¬ 
dering the records, claiming a nonexistent 
disclosure exemption entitles deputies to 
private “stream of consciousness” files. 
Knapp also argued TRED records were 
simultaneously nonexistent and yet vital 
for jail security. She told the judge, “It is 
the sheriff’s contention that these records 
are highly confidential investigatory files, 
which are not written or created.” 

During his multidecade career on the 
bench, the now-retired Fasel earned a 
reputation as a cerebral if cranky, no- 
nonsense judge who didn’t mind aiming 
his considerable ire at defense lawyers 
who uttered nonsense. He didn’t snarl at 
Knapp’s gibberish, however. What hap¬ 
pened next, though, is revealing. 

Knapp and deputy James Fouste, then a 
sergeant in charge of the Special Handling 
Unit, joined Fasel in his chambers for an 
in-camera review of the TRED records 
OCSD wanted to keep hidden from Craw¬ 
ford. It was almost immediately obvious 
to the judge that the evidence had to be 


surrendered as crucial to the defense 
claim that the prosecution team hadn’t 
been honest. “Okay,” he declared, “I think 
this is all discoverable.” 

Fouste, who’d served as one of Gar¬ 
rity’s snitch handlers, fought the decision, 
insisting on continued blanket secrecy of 
the TRED system. “My objection to the 
release of any of this information is not 
necessarily specific to the records that you 
are viewing at this time,” the deputy said. 
His biggest concern was creating a prec¬ 
edent in which “it becomes a practice for 
people to ask for these records.” Defense- 
lawyer scrutiny of the TREDs “could open 
up a larger issue for the department.” 

Fasel restated his stance. The deputy 
countered by insisting that continued 
secrecy prevented “common knowledge 
[of] how much information we keep on 
each individual [who’s] in our custody.” In 
his slippery-slope scenario, defense pos¬ 
session of TRED evidence would lead to 
public awareness of the system, which in 
turn would hamper snitch activities. And 
if snitches aren’t ratting? Well, then the 
Orange County Jail would become chaos. 
“If inmates don’t talk to us, I can’t provide 
a reasonable guarantee of security as I 
now can,” Fouste said. 

The argument that overwrought jail- 
security worries trump a defendant’s 
constitutional right to a fair trial didn’t 
sway Fasel, but the judge did agree to some 
minor redactions before Knapp made a 
startling admission: Deputies believe their 
TRED entries would always be secret. 
“Again, I go back to this stream of con¬ 
sciousness because when the deputies 
are—they don’t think it is ever going to be 
discovered,” she said, without volunteering 


who’d been giving OCSD lousy legal advice. 

Fast-forward a decade. Despite Fasel’s 
ruling, Crawford, who wasn’t privy to the 
in-camera discussion or its results as he 
defended Rodriguez, says Knapp never 
turned over the TRED records. He wants 
a new trial. 

We don’t know what explanation the 
deputy county counsel will give because 
Knapp failed to appear at a Goethals- 
called June 25 hearing on the topic of 
unsealing the 2005 transcript and what 
to do about government transgressions 
to win the conviction. She sent word 
through prosecutor Howard Gundy— 
who’d idly stood by when Tunstall and 
Garcia committed perjury—that the 
public should never know what she and 
Fouste told Fasel. 

Goethals demanded her appearance, 
but supposedly nobody knew her where¬ 
abouts. Elizabeth A. Pejeau, Knapp’s 
colleague, eventually showed up and 
argued the 15-year-old TRED records on 
Garrity were still “sensitive” and—never 
mind that I used them to publish an April 
1 article exposing the informant’s role in 
Rodriguez—should be kept confidential. 

“The informant is hardly a secret,” the 
judge responded. 

This deputy county counsel then 
reused the security excuse. If inmates 
know of TRED records, they “could deci¬ 
pher how to manipulate the [jail-housing 
classification] system,” Pejeau said. 

But knowledge of the system’s exis¬ 
tence doesn’t give inmates any more 
information than they already have. 

Even a moron can deduce cell placement 
depends on gang status, pending charges, 
snitch participation and, frankly, deputy 
whim. Inmates have no control over their 
housing; OCSD enjoys total say. 

No fool, Goethals noted he saw zero 
legitimate security concerns and asked 
Pejeau to support her contention with 
facts. Looking exasperated if not angry, 
she paused and stared at him. “I can’t 
answer that right now,” she finally said. 

The judge has grown weary of malarkey. 
He announced plans to put government 
officials on the witness stand to answer 
his questions about what happened in the 
Rodriguez case, and he unsealed related 
TRED records. “I’m a big believer that 
these are public courts,” he said. “The pub¬ 
lic should know what we are doing here. It 
protects the integrity of the system.”

HOW TWO GUYS FROM WESTMINSTER ARE TAKING 
OVER DESSERT IN SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA

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W eather can make or 
break an ice cream 
vendor’s best-laid 
plans, and just 
after sunset on an 
unseasonably cool 
June evening is just 
about the last time you’d expect 
throngs of people to go out in 
search of cold food. Nonetheless, 
hundreds of people are crowd¬ 
ing a tiny strip mall in Tustin 
just across the street from Gen 
Korean BBQ House on Newport 
Avenue. Their destination: an 
ice cream shop. 

Multiple cars circle the park¬ 
ing lot, vying for one of the 
80-something spaces, stalking 
people as they walk away from 
the thin line of shops. The drone 
of the crowd just a few dozen 
feet away is occasionally broken 
by revving engines from one of 
the multiple European sport cars 
in attendance. 

After a few minutes, I finally 
find a spot on the very outskirts 
of the lot. When I reach the 
crowd gathered in front of the 
shop, one of the ice cream men, 
dressed in black Nikes, burgundy 
pants and a black T-shirt embla¬ 
zoned with stark white, slender 
typeface, greets me warmly, grip¬ 
ping my hand. “Thanks for com¬ 
ing,” says Andy Nguyen, smiling 
through every word. “There’s 
some people you should meet.” 

The 30-year-old, his hair 
cropped on the sides and slicked 
back a la an undercut, glides 
to the end of the winding line 
of friends and family so he can 
introduce me to Danny Park, 
the LA-based organizer behind 
the K-Town Night Market and 
OC Block Party. There’s also 
Ted Kim, co-owner of The Great 
Food Truck Race Season 3 win¬ 
ner Seoul Sausage, stopping by 
before continuing on to another 
engagement. Among the crowd 


are also fashion bloggers and 
streetwear mavens, as well as 
the man who’s going to bring 
East Coast fave Halal Guys to 
Orange County. They’re all smil¬ 
ing and mingling, taking photos 
they’ll post on Instagram. 

A sizable slice of the Southern 
California Asian-American cul¬ 
tural illuminati is at the grand 
opening of the third outpost of 
Afters Ice Cream, the chic par¬ 
lor known for its sharp design, 
streetwear aesthetics and 
ubiquitous Milky Bun, a warm 
doughnut bursting with your 
choice of ice cream and top¬ 
pings. Cloudy skies and wintery 
weather be damned, hundreds 
of doughnuts and pounds of ice 
cream will be served tonight. 

It hasn’t even been 18 months 
since the first Afters Ice Cream 
opened next to a Hallmark store 
in a random Fountain Valley 
plaza. But co-owners Nguyen 
and Scott Nghiem already own 
the dessert game in Southern 
California, from Little Saigon 
to Coachella. And if the inde¬ 
fatigable duo have their way, 
the rest of America—even the 
world!—will soon succumb to 
the hot-cold-sugary allure of 
their genius sweets. 

N ghiem and Nguyen have 
known each other since 
second grade, but their 
families have known one 
another as long as either 
can remember. Recalling 
the exact details of how 
they met or how their group of 
nine friends formed requires in- 
depth discussion. 

“I went to preschool with 
Scott’s cousin,” Nguyen says a 
little less than a month after the 
Tustin grand opening. 

He and Nghiem are currently 
sitting outside of their Fountain 
Valley store. It’s a few hours 


past noon, and it’s set to be a 
hot and humid day. In the back¬ 
ground, families shuffle into and 
out of Afters. 

“No. We didn’t go to pre¬ 
school; you went to kindergar¬ 
ten together,” interjects Nghiem, 
thinking back to ages 5 and 6. 

“I transferred from Carrillo to 
Susan B. Anthony [Elementary 
School in Westminster]. I don’t 
know why.... Oh! My cousin, 
his mom wanted to babysit all of 
us together, so my parents made 
me transfer for the sake of ease,” 
he says, laughing. 

The pair went through school 
together, eventually graduat¬ 
ing from Westminster’s La 
Quinta High School. Instead of 
working on projects or school- 
work, they got in trouble. “We 
schemed together,” Nguyen 
says, smiling wryly. 

“Yeah, scheming,” Nghiem 
agrees. “We got in a lot of trou¬ 
ble when we were kids.” 

“Shoplifting,” Nguyen and 
Nghiem say, nearly simultaneously. 

“Just kid stuff,” Nghiem clari¬ 
fies. “We were rebelling because 
Asian culture is so uptight. School 
was never for us. We were never 
scholars or anything; we were 
just trying to find our own way.” 

The pair work off each other 
effortlessly. During lunch earlier 
that day at a new sushi bar in the 
same plaza as their Fountain Val¬ 
ley location, they took pictures 
of each other’s plates without so 
much as a shared word. After¬ 
ward, they briefly remarked on 
how they had been interested in 
renting the space, but the busi¬ 
ness had been sold before it even 
closed. It would’ve been perfect 
for a poke spot, they thought. 

After high school, the pair 
tried making it on their own, 
away from the other. Nghiem 
went to Cal State Fullerton

to study marketing; he operated side 
businesses while working toward his 
degree, which he got to please his par¬ 
ents. “College was always a backup 
plan,” Nghiem says. “Since I had been 
so bad my whole life, this was the one 
thing I could do for my parents, get¬ 
ting my degree, so I studied whatever I 
could apply to any kind of business. At 
the time, I had two or three other busi¬ 
nesses already—I was manufacturing 
car exhausts in China, I was in the early 
stages of flipping real estate—so it was 
painstaking seeing the amount of time 
I spent in school that I could’ve put 
toward the businesses.” 

In the meantime, Nguyen spent a year 
and a half at OCC before dropping out to 
briefly work in real estate. “At that time, 

I was sharing office space with a friend 
who was doing his own clothing brand, 
and I wanted to invest in his next proj¬ 
ect,” he says. “He told me he didn’t think 
I was ready for it. So I was like, ‘Okay, I’m 
going to start my own clothing brand.’ I 
was always interested in clothing, and it 
was a lot more fun than doing real estate. 
I didn’t do real estate because I liked it; I 
did it because it paid well.” 

Despite growing pains and early issues 
with cash flow, production, distribution 
and shipping, the clothing line took off. 
IMKing sold in stores across the world, 


becoming de facto uniforms for a genera¬ 
tion of hip-hop-heads. 

Within a few years, Nghiem started 
a shoe company, THOROCRAFT. 
“Streetwear was really trending, so that’s 
why, instead of doing another streetwear 
brand, competing with my own friends, I 
went into footwear,” Nghiem says. “It was 
the cool thing to do at the time. I didn’t 
want to do another clothing brand. That’d 
be awkward.” 

Despite the similarities in their stories, 
Nguyen and Nghiem, consumed by busi¬ 
ness, had grown apart. In 2012, Nghiem 
stepped back from his business grind to 
focus on his personal relationships. And 
part of that was looking up Nguyen. 


A fters Ice Cream was born in a gym. 
After reconnecting, Nguyen 
and Nghiem would go to the 
now-shuttered LA Fitness in 
Fountain Valley, across the 
street from what became their 
first location. Four or five times 
a week, as they worked out, they’d talk 
about the things they had in common: 
business ideas, streetwear, food. Nghiem, 
looking for his next project, had dessert 
stuck in his mind. It was something he had 
been thinking about for years; the name 
“Afters” was based on a Google search that 
took him to the Wikipedia dessert page. 

“We started talking about business 
ideas, and, unexpectedly, we had some 


really similar ones: dessert, late-night, ice 
cream even,” Nghiem says. “There were 
some points in our discussion that the 
ideas were so similar—like, dead on—it 
was kind of crazy.” 

As their discussions became more 
in-depth, they became more paralyzing. 
Afraid of slighting the other, neither one 
capitalized immediately on their plans. 

“I told Andy I was going to do this des¬ 
sert thing, and he said, ‘If you’re going to 
do it, go for it,”’ Nghiem says. “And I was 
like, ‘If you’re going to do it, go for it.’ We 
didn’t want to butt heads by any means, 
but we were hanging out so much that 
we just had come up with so many con¬ 
cepts together.” 

Then, one day, Nghiem saw something 
upsetting. Two other guys, whom Nghiem 
declines to name, were opening a similar 
concept to Afters, but they were going 
about it all wrong, he felt. 

“That day, I went into the gym, and 
I told Andy, ‘Yo, dude, I’m pissed today 
because there’s these two goober guys, 
and they’re doing it,”’ Nghiem recalls. 
“‘They have no experience. They came 
from nowhereland.’” 

“It wasn’t exciting,” Nguyen says. “It was 
manufactured. They were on TV, and they 
were saying, We pre-buy everything; we 
don’t make anything.’ It was kind of a joke.” 

Driven by the newfound competition, 
Nghiem decided to move forward, and he 
wanted Nguyen as his business partner. 
Nghiem contacted the landlords of a space 
sandwiched between a Pick Up Stix and a 
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Hallmark store in a then-withering plaza. 
It was barely a block off the 405. 

Now, he just needed to convince 
Nguyen. “Deep down inside, I was like, 
‘Dude, I can do this, but Fve been talk¬ 
ing to Andy about this the whole time/” 
Nghiem says. “I said, ‘Let’s do this 
together. We’ve been talking about it so 
much.’ He took a few days to think about 
it_He came back and said, ‘Let’s do it.’” 

“I already knew I wanted to do it,” 
Nguyen says, laughing. “I was already itch¬ 
ing again. I had done clothing for so long. 

I had all of these ideas; I wanted to see if I 
could make the magic happen again.” 

The pair signed a lease and began 
working on a dessert concept, trying to 
find the thing that would set them apart. 
They did all of the design in-house, from 
the black-and-white color scheme and 
typography to the ice cream flavors. Based 
on the things they liked and grew up with, 
Nghiem and Nguyen made flavors that 
they felt tapped into the current Zeitgeist. 

“Whenever I get boba, I get jasmine 
milk tea,” Nguyen says. “I’ll make an ice 
cream flavor out of that. I see everyone 
drinking Vietnamese coffee; I’ll make a 
flavor out of that. Cookie butter—it’s the 
most popular thing in Trader Joe’s; I think 
it’ll make a good ice cream flavor.” 

The guys went through several itera¬ 
tions of their now-famous Milky Bun. 
Before arriving at the eventual, magical 
combination, they tested white bread, 
wheat bread, taco shells and waffles. “We 
worked with a lot of things, but every¬ 
thing was too expensive,” Nghiem says. 
“One day, I’m driving here to meet Andy 
for lunch, and I’m stopped at a light, and I 
see a doughnut shop, and I’m just staring 
at it. I was like, ‘Maybe.’ I bought a box, 
and it was kind of funny because Andy 
was like, ‘We’re going to eat; what are you 
doing?’ But we tried it, and we knew. This 
was it.” 

I t was it. Nguyen and Nghiem were 
unprepared for how quickly success 
would come. The day after their soft 
open in February 2014, they were 
faced with a line of people waiting 
for Afters Ice Cream to open. Though 
they initially hoped to sell one or two 
dozen Milky Buns per day, they were soon 
selling hundreds. 


“We knew it would be good, but we 
didn’t know it was going to be great,” 
Nghiem says. 

“That first week, there were days when 
we would just not have Milky Buns,” 
Nguyen adds. 

The two were hit with other problems. 
They didn’t have enough staff. The ice 
cream was either too hard or too soft. The 
Wi-Fi occasionally cut out, rendering the 
credit card readers worthless. That first 
week, the line ballooned to a two-hour 
wait. “Family and friends were coming in 
to help us out,” Nghiem says. “We knew 
we had to come up with a strong system— 
and quickly.” 

By the first summer after opening, 

Afters had worked out all of the kinks, 
and while lines still grew to extraordinary 
lengths, they were moving quicker. But 
then Nghiem and Nguyen decided to host 
a car meet in the plaza parking lot. Exotic 
vehicles filled the 500 available parking 
spaces and backed up the freeway. Foun¬ 
tain Valley Police shut the event down, and 
the city started paying special attention to 
the business and its operating hours. The 
storefront was forced to close at 10 p.m., 
no matter how many people were waiting. 

So Nguyen and Nghiem bought a food 
truck and operated it out of Santa Ana. “It 
was the third day that we were to close 
early, and I was texting this guy, tell¬ 
ing him we need a truck,” Nguyen says. 
“Finally, he says, ‘If you want, you can 
come check out the truck right now.’ It 
was 1, maybe 2 in the morning. We all met 
in this empty lot to take a look at it.” 

The pair bought the truck and repainted 
it. After all of the retrofits had been made, 
the engine died, requiring a tow each time 
it needed to be moved. “No one really tows 
those things, so it was expensive,” Nguyen 
says. ‘We were losing money on it, but by 
that point, we had to have something for our 
customers. Some people drove two hours to 
get here. We had our team members stand¬ 
ing outside, handing out maps and fliers.” 

Eventually, things settled down. Their 
relationship with the city improved. The 
guys sold the truck and looked for a place 
to expand, picking Chino Hills to better 
serve customers in the Inland Empire 
and LA. Since the first week, people have 
expressed an interest in franchising, but

Nghiem and Nguyen have thus far decided 
against it. “We just figured, ‘We can do 
this/” Nghiem says. “What’s something 
else that someone can bring to the table?” 

A few months after the Chino 
Hills location opened, Afters 
was invited to attend Coachella 
as part of the festival’s quest for 
better food vendors. Originally 
booked for the VIP area, Nguyen 
and Nghiem pushed to serve the 
general crowd after receiving dozens of 
messages following the announcement 
the dessert shop would be attending. 

Underestimating Afters’ draw, Coach¬ 
ella let Nguyen and Nghiem bring 10 staff¬ 
ers into the festival, 20 less than the 30 
they had requested. 

“They said, ‘No one comes to Coachella 
for the food,”’ Nguyen says. ‘“It’ll be quiet.’” 

But Afters quickly attracted a line lon¬ 
ger than any other food vendor. Dozens 
of people posted Instagrams of the Milky 
Bun. Even though it was one of more 
than 60 vendors at Coachella, 5 percent 
of all food posts from the festival fea¬ 
tured Afters. 

“Our staff was angry,” Nghiem says. 
“Everyone was so overworked.” 

Before long, people were staying in 
line and missing sets they had planned to 
attend. Customers tried to keep the stand 


open after-hours, throwing money at the 
workers as Coachella staff turned off the 
lights and asked the booth to close. 

After the first weekend, Afters was 
given a second booth to serve from, but 
thanks to word of mouth, the lines only 
grew longer. After the festival concluded, 
Goldenvoice asked Nghiem and Nguyen 
to stay on for Stagecoach, the company’s 
country music festival. 

Business started slow, and Nguyen and 
Nghiem returned to Orange County after 
a few hours, leaving their staff in charge. 
It wasn’t long before they received a call 
that a line was starting to form again. 

“That’s when I realized we could have 


an impact on everyone, any kind of person,” 
Nghiem says. “Everyone likes ice cream, 
and everyone’s willing to try us out.” 

owadays, Nghiem and Nguyen 
work much less in the stores and 
focus more on meetings and loca¬ 
tion scouting. Afters’ upcoming 
spot in Long Beach will feature 
a surprise in the back. Plans for 
next year include total Southern 
California domination, LA and San Diego 
included. Then a departure out of state— 
and out of the country. 

“We’re going to focus on places where 
we want to travel,” Nghiem jokes. 


Both founders also have side projects, 
with Nghiem opening a nail bar to mod¬ 
ernize the manicure/pedicure experience 
and Nguyen starting a nonprofit that 
allows him to speak at schools, encourag¬ 
ing students to follow their passions. To 
date, he estimates he has spoken at more 
than 30 schools. 

And then there are concepts and plans 
they’re not quite ready to announce. 

Their base of operations, however, 
remains in Orange County, and it will for 
a long, longtime. Nghiem and Nguyen 
still live within 10 minutes of the original 
Afters. “Every project we will do will start 
in Orange County,” Nghiem says. “If we 
can’t be successful where we’re from, 
what’s the point?” 

“What we really want to do is make 
Orange County cool,” Nguyen says. 

“When people visit for the first time, 
they’re like, ‘Where’s Fountain Valley?”’ 
Nghiem says. “‘Is it in the 626? Or is it 
in LA?”’ 

“I love Orange County,” Nguyen adds. 
“It’s close to everything, but it’s not too 
crazy. It’s got everything you could ever 
want. A lot of businesses based out of here 
will say they’re from LA because it’s big¬ 
ger, but we want to make OC bigger than 
just some TV show. 

“I mean, we made it on the most Yelped 
list of 2014,” he adds. “Fountain Valley was 
on that list. We put it on the map. So many 
people have heard about it now. And, you 
know, getting on that list—it wasn’t easy.”

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What the Hell Happened 
to the Gypsy Den? 

The downtown Santa Ana favorite changes its menu—and not for the better

O n its website, the Gypsy Den 
advertises itself as “Orange 
County’s Original Alt Cafe,” 
and no one save for maybe Alta 
Coffee in Newport Beach would argue. It’s 
a legend—never necessarily cutting-edge, 
but always comforting to the hipsters 
and activists and lawyers and artists who 
frequented its downtown SanTana spot 
for more than a decade, jonesing for their 
daily, cheap fix of tuna melts, carrot cakes 
and hobo bowls. Those people have been 
howling for the past couple of months, 
as that location has essentially blown up 
what worked in an effort to become some¬ 
thing it was never before: a hipster haven. 

Gone are the chicken Waldorf on 
croissant, the vegan chicken wrap, the 
Greek salad. All of these dishes have been 
deemed outmoded by its new executive 
chef, Kris DeLee, who favors tartines and 
small plates with artful garnishes. Though 
I’d never been to Gypsy Den before the 
menu makeover, I did note there was an 
unnecessary potato chip that was propped 
up like a sail in the yellow of our deviled 
eggs. Was it there to justify the $3 price 
tag for what amounts to one whole egg 
per order? Or was it there for texture? 
Either way, I would’ve preferred more of 
those chips on the side. I could’ve used 
them to scoop up an egg yolk so loose with 
mayo it nearly dribbled out of its dimple. 

And there were the new tartines, some¬ 
thing the menu defines as “noun/ open- 
faced sandwich, especially one with a 
fancy spread.” In other words, Gypsy Den’s 
now doing hipster toast, months after the 
trend was cool. Our waiter recommended 
the one with pork belly over the trout and 


tuna tartines. I would’ve ordered it anyway 
since it looked more tempting than the 
rest. It came with arugula, tomato, a smear 
of hot sauce aioli on its two thick rafts of 
pumpernickel, and, of course, a fried egg 
on top. Yet, the thinly sliced pork belly that 
was supposed to be its star tasted almost of 
nothing. A more egregious oversight was 
the sunny-side-up egg. It was undercooked, 
with some of the whites still clear and 
slimy. Even still, this tartine turned out to 
be a substantial meal, the one thing on the 
menu that might just be worth its $13 price. 
And since you actually get two open-faced 
sandwiches per order, it’s apt for sharing. 

A salted, roasted beet salad from the 
“shareable” menu seems less inclined to 
be shared and more to be photographed. 
It’s plated to take up exactly half the 
space of its large white platter. The single 
puddle of goat cheese sauce glistened as 
if polished ivory, while the red of halved, 
cooked beets contrasted against it and the 
green of the fancy salad mix. And all over 
the plate, bits of bright yellow flickered as 
though starlight. These turned out to be 
crumbled hard-cooked egg yolk. The chef 
took the time to make the dish beautiful, 
but when I ate it with my date, it was gone 
before I realized I’d already consumed my 
share of the three razor-thin slices of pro¬ 
sciutto without giving much thought as 
to how it all tasted. We decided it was still 
better than the actual salad of shaved, raw 
Brussels sprouts the kitchen tossed with 
raw kale, pine nuts and pickled chiles. 

This dish proved that kale and Brussels 
sprouts have no place in the world until 
they’re cooked. Eating them in this state, 
in this salad, felt as if we were chewing on 


what comes out of a paper shredder. 

It was about then I realized maybe the 
regulars were right. Rather than playing 
catch-up to the likes of Playground, North 
Left, Little Sparrow, Lola Gaspar and all of 
its more cutting-edge neighbors, Gypsy Den 
should’ve stuck with what worked. If you 
look at archived pictures of the food Gypsy 
Den used to serve, you’d see big, unattract¬ 
ive gobs of mayo-rich chicken plopped into 
bowls of plain chopped iceberg, tomatoes 
and cucumber. You’d see deli-style sand¬ 
wiches with a side of tortilla chips. And 
you’d see a packed house with happy faces. 
Now? Recently, my Mexican In Chief spent 
two hours there in the evening when he 
was one of six customers through that time. 

Some of the old food still exists at the 
Gypsy Den’s original Costa Mesa branch, 
where I tried the tuna melt along with the 
much-lauded nachos. Neither impressed 
me much, but then again, I was looking 
to be impressed rather than comforted by 
food that has been a staple of OC for years, 
staples that whoever’s running the Gypsy 
Den must think were outdated fads. They 
at least kept the open-mic nights, and the 
space still looks as it always has: Old West 
saloon meets Parisian salon, with mis¬ 
matched chairs and a whole lot of kooky 
art on the wall.

'm so sorry, dear," the Pamela of 
Pamela's Tearoom told a young boy 
who wasn't having her gentle chiding. 
"I'm English; I like to tease." 

Don't mind that kid: Everyone else 
loves Pamela. The Yorkshire native has 
run the tearoom at this Garden Grove 
spot (formerly known as the Sussex Tea¬ 
pot) for about 15 years; she previously ran 
one in Orange during the 1990s. It's just 
her and her husband (whom she calls 
"luv," and he calls her "Mama") running 
the tiny business here, but no one minds 
the leisurely pace: It is English tea, after 
all, and Pamela's food is just dandy. 

Most tearooms in OC operate in twee 
locales, such as Old Towne Orange or 
San Juan Capistrano; Pamela's Tearoom 
makes its home in an industrial park 
just off the 405. But step inside, and the 
charm takes over. Every table has intri¬ 
cate tablecloths and maps of Sussex. 

A fuzzy painting of Queen Elizabeth II 
looms over everyone; flags of England, 
Wales and Scotland hang outside. 

It's a great setting for a deceptively 
simple menu: tea sandwiches, meat 
pies, quiches, and stuffed pancakes 
covered in a cheese sauce that seem 
more like savory crepes than anything 
sweet, but are filling and wonderful. 
There's nothing dainty about the food; 
the sandwiches fill stomachs, the pies 
big enough for a miner, the ploughman's 
lunch worthy of any working bloke. Des¬ 
sert has to be one of Pamela's scones, 
simultaneously crunchy and fluffy. 

You can take those home, frozen, from 
Pamela's small grocery store, where you 
can also stock up on jams, lemon curd, 
British chocolates and cookies, as well 
as all the sauces, teas and chutneys any 
expat may desire. 

It's impossible to leave this place 
without feeling good about life. Even 
at the end, the sullen kid warmed up to 
Pamela. "You do know gentlemen have 
to pay for ladies, right?" she teased after 
his mother, grandmother and sister raved 
about their afternoon meal. "If not, you 
get to wash dishes in the kitchen." 

And the kid smiled.

Minions are darling, but they’re best on the margins

H ollywood lives by the simple, 
sad axiom “Where there’s 
money, there’s more money,” 
which is how we get remakes 
of movies that sometimes shouldn’t have 
been made in the first place, two Spider- 
Man reboots within five years, and a Star 
Wars franchise that ensures our children’s 
children will revere George Lucas just as 
some of us revere Orson Welles. It’s also 
the reason the Minions—those tiny, noisily 
charismatic henchmen of the Despicable 
Me pictures—get their own movie. On the 
plus side, that movie boasts the elegantly 
spare title Minions, which suits these 
pint-sized hellions in all their Rogaine- 
haired, googly-eyed, minimalist majesty. 
But should these peripatetic cold capsules 
brimming with mischief/mayhem be 
expected to carry a star vehicle on their 
collective, overall-wearing shoulders? Is 
that a burden too great even for the Min¬ 
ions, mighty as they are, to bear? 

Sadly, the answer is “banana.” Which, 
in Minionspeak, can mean a lot of things, 
but in plain English means simply that our 


little friends aren’t quite up to the task. 
That’s no fault of the Minions themselves, 
true pros who clearly give their all. It 
may not even be fully the fault of director 
Pierre Coffin, who, with Chris Renaud, 
also directed the brilliantly disreputable 
2010 caper that started it all, as well as 
its almost-as-enjoyable 2013 sequel. But 
something is off in Minions, which Cof¬ 
fin co-directed with Kyle Baida. (The 
screenwriter is Brian Lynch, new to the 
franchise.) This is an origin story, explain¬ 
ing how the naughty but dutiful Minions 
were for centuries a dejected, displaced 
people: Since the beginning of time—or 
at least since the days when dinosaurs 
roamed the Earth—they’ve been searching 
for just the right villain to serve, with little 
to no success. They worked with Dracula 
for a while, before inadvertently frying 
him. Napoleon turned out to be a bad fit, 
too—you’re a total loser if you still have a 
Napoleon complex when you’ve got the 
Minions to push around. 

Even after attempting to build their 
own civilization, the Minions, with no one 


truly evil to lead them, became sad. So 
three stalwart Minions—Kevin, Bob and 
Stuart (all voiced by Coffin)—leave the 
kingdom in search of a proper supervil¬ 
lain to latch onto. Their quest eventually 
takes them to London in 1968, where they 
become enchanted with Scarlett Overkill 
(Sandra Bullock), a bouffant-haired bad- 
die in a poufy, red strapless dress that 
nobody cool would have actually worn in 
1968 London. (Luckily, her not-quite-as- 
evil husband, Herb, voiced by Jon Hamm, 
makes up for that sartorial faux pas with 
his lanky pinstriped suit and Ray Davies 
haircut.) Flattered by the Minion trio’s 
attentions, Scarlett gives them an assign¬ 
ment: to steal the Queen of England’s 
crown so that our villainess may fulfill her 
childhood dream of wearing it. 

Chattering and nattering, Kevin, Bob 
and Stuart make an unholy mess of the 
whole thing: Bob screws up and becomes 
king himself; Stuart repeats the word 
“banana” so often it ceases to become ador¬ 
able; and Kevin, the leader, rushes around 
on little legs, doing Minionesque things. 


It’s all perfectly okay, and even, at times, 
delightful: Minions is dotted with clever 
sight gags, including a scene of early 
Minions scampering about on prehistoric 
Earth, wearing little fig leaves—covering 
what, exactly? Your guess is as good as 
mine. Later, at Buckingham Palace, one 
rides a corgi as if it were a chubby horse. 
At one point, the trio tries to pass for 
human by standing atop one another’s 
shoulders and topping the whole wob¬ 
bly stack with a trench coat, in a possible 
homage to an old Little Rascals routine. 
Surely, the Minions must know the Little 
Rascals backward and forward. But even if 
they don’t, the moment that coat opens at 
chest level and two Minion eyes peer out, 
flashing like high beams, is inspired. 

Yet Minions doesn’t add up to all that 
it should. It tries mightily to replicate the 
retro-cool look of the earlier movies, but 
the grooviness here feels a little forced, 
with pop references from Bewitched to 
Andy Warhol’s tomato soup cans wedged 
in tight. The biggest problem may be that 
Scarlett Overkill makes an uninspiring 
villain. As world-class meanies go, she’s 
shrieky and demanding but has nothing 
on Despicable Me’ s ignobly alluring Gru 
(Steve Carell), who makes an appearance, 
as his younger self, just as the end credits 
are about to roll: In his Euro turtleneck 
and drainpipe trousers, with his phony- 
baloney Russian accent, Gru is still a mar¬ 
vel of so-bad-he’s-good character design 
that can’t be trumped. 

There’s something else, too: Minions, as 
rambunctiously enchanting as they are, are 
probably best scattered in the margins of a 
movie, as though loopy, wayward doodles. 
They lose some of their magic when 
they’re front and center, onscreen almost 
every minute. Minions isn’t a disaster; it’s 
probably just too much of a potentially 
good thing. The Despicable Me pictures, 
instead of trying to return adults to a false 
state of innocence, reminded us that we all 
started out as ill-mannered little savages. 
The Minions, eager to serve their crabby 
master as he plotted evil deeds such as 
stealing the moon, were the jittery embodi¬ 
ment of that idea, a population of excit¬ 
able shrimps with energy to burn. They 
went about their business without caring 
whether we were looking or not. Now they 
care desperately, and desperation doesn’t 
suit them. The Minions are now putting 
on a performance just for us, as if kids act¬ 
ing out. They make us feel like responsible 
parents, enduring their antics until we’re 
forced to say something sensible such as 
‘You kids pipe down!” or “That’s it—no 
more Trix for you!” They’re killjoys of the 
highest order. Still pretty cute, though.

In Verde Veritas 


Though uneven at times, Green Man at STAGEStheatre is worth it

G reen may be the hue of jeal¬ 
ousy’s monster, but in Jim 
Knable’s play Green Man, the 
color is more the irresistible 
persistence of memory, of clinging to 
something long gone as a way of not truly 
dealing with it. Oh, the green is also the 
green paint applied head to toe—including 
the junk—of one of the characters in this 
tight, four-character play, one that is both 
deceptively subtle as well as telegraphed. 

Its subtlety lies not only in Knable’s 
words, but also—and just as important—in 
the spaces between those words. Charac¬ 
ter and motivations are mostly revealed 
through the unspoken, giving what is a 
fairly standard domestic drama of a failing 
marriage a great deal of texture and nuance. 
Each of the main characters has created an 
imaginary presence to deal with something 
stripped from him or her, and in its best 
moments, Knable’s play is a skillful crafting 
of the elaborate steps we take to not deal 
with loss. However, its obviousness—such 
as the main plot reveal, which comes in an 
information dump at the end—prevents the 
piece from feeling fully realized. The true 
nature of the main man in green (he plays 
three characters) is well-established early 
on, and by the time the audience is clearly 
told what he represents, there’s a saw-that- 
coming feel to it. For a play that so skillfully 
toys with the line between artifice and 
realism, the lack of something genuinely 
surprising at the end feels too easy. 

But it’s an interesting journey, one given 
life by fine performances elicited by direc¬ 
tor Jeremy Lewis. Abigail (a multilayered, 


feisty Miriam Ani) is a struggling painter 
whose need for constant medication sug¬ 
gests she’s dealing with far more than 
creative blockage. The play begins with 
her attempting to paint a model (a very 
talented Miguel Castellano) posing as 
a green gargoyle. But the model proves 
to be a bit difficult to handle, and when 
Abigail’s architect husband, Ronald (Chris 
Hayhurst), unexpectedly shows up, our 
Green Man jumps through an open win¬ 
dow, apparently falling to his death. How¬ 
ever, after Ronald leaves, Greenie walks 
back into the apartment, calmly grabs the 
canvas, and then leaps out again. 

That is the first indicator that not all 
is as it seems. When the green man reap¬ 
pears two more times—as a young intern 
of Donald’s and as the lover of a sculp¬ 
tress, Genice (an effective Janelle Kester), 
commissioned by Donald to create a 
gargoyle for a building he’s designing—we 
see that everyone’s imaginations are more 
than a little amped-up. They’ve created a 
three-dimensional hallucination to help 
deal with a staggering loss, and their reli¬ 
ance on these concocted beings provides 
a buffer that keeps them from confronting 
an apparently dissolving marriage. 

While Abigail’s hallucination makes 
a weird kind of sense, the others’ don’t. 
She’s clearly coping with some kind of 
mental illness, and it seems believable 
that a visual artist who has endured such 
a painful loss would see things that aren’t 
really there. But the other characters 
seem unhappy and drifting, and their hal¬ 
lucinations feel forced, even convenient. 


That’s particularly true for Donald, who 
has created a younger version of himself 
that he can bond with over memories 
of being single and free. Whereas the 
other two desperately need their pretend 
friends to give them something to cling 
to, he just seems selfish. He doesn’t want 
to hold onto the past; he wants to flee the 
present. Fortunately, Hayhurst is both 
likeable and sympathetic, so you still find 
yourself rooting for his character—even if 
you want to slap him a couple of times. 

While there are heady concerns of grief 
and loss, there’s also a great deal of dry 
wit in Knable’s play, and the inclusion of 
two original songs adds more variety to 
the mix. Ultimately, the play seems to be 
about the necessity of doing the heavy lift¬ 
ing when it comes to emotional trauma. So 
while there are plenty of downers along 
the way, it ends on a positive note, as the 
characters seem to glimpse a way out of 
the self-defeating spirals they have created. 

This is billed as the West Coast premiere 
of the play, and STAGEStheatre even gets 
a shoutout in the published edition. More 
important than that recognition is that the 
theater has gambled by producing a play 
from a writer completely unknown to local 
audiences. Green Man may not be fully sat¬ 
isfying, but it’s frequently fascinating, and 
it’s a new play. So score a big win for one 
local theater’s sense of imagination.

Garden Grove Gent 

Kurtis Gibson of Black Umbrella Tattoo and Art Gallery 


I t wasn’t easy for Kurtis Gibson to 
open Black Umbrella Tattoo and Art 
Gallery on Main Street in Garden 
Grove. “Opening the shop here was 
very controversial,” Gibson says. “In 2013, 
we started the process to open up on Main 
Street, but it wasn’t zoned for tattooing.” 

Gibson, a Garden Grove native, and 
his wife, Krystin, decided to get involved 
with the city’s politics and the owners of 
Main Street’s other businesses. Thanks 
to a shade campaign by people who felt a 
tattoo shop would bring crime and adult 
stores to the struggling area, the Garden 
Grove City Council denied the Gibsons’ 
permit in August 2014. But they applied 
again, and in December 2014, after voters 
booted out longtime, controversial Mayor 
Bruce Broadwater and other council 
members, the permit was approved. 

“Since we opened, just about everyone 
has been welcoming,” Gibson says. “Main 
Street wasn’t functioning as a normal street; 
it was strugglingbecause there wasn’t 
much to do. Now, you go to a restaurant, 
and you have somewhere to go other than 
your car. You can walk in here and look 
at the art. We wanted the gallery up front 
and the tattoo studio in the back. We want 
people to come in just to look at the art.” 

The political struggle to open Black 
Umbrella helped the artist and his wife— 
who handles the art gallery, finances, 
social media “and everything else”—real¬ 
ize they wanted to change not only the 
block’s financial environment, but also its 
cultural environment. “The city made me 
a commissioner for Parks, Recreation and 
Art. Because of what we went through 
to open, I kind of became a leader of the

change of the old guard,” Gibson says. “I 
was excited to be recognized by the city 
staff for that.” His role with Garden Grove 
allows him to influence a wide variety of 
topics, from helping to decide which play¬ 
grounds get installed in which parks to 
assisting in determining where funds go 
for some of the city’s special events. 

But that position doesn’t take him 
away too much from his hard-won shop, 
where you’ll find examples of his semi- 
realistic style influenced by his love for oil, 
watercolor and acrylic painting. “I enjoy 
combining line work and dimension in my 
work,” Gibson says. “I like exploring real¬ 
ity, but also things that aren’t in reality. I 
take some parts from traditional tattooing, 
while others come more from realism. 

You can use a lot of the same techniques 
once you learn a handful of the limits of 
skin. It’s not that tough, but it’s always 
different, and it’s always hard. 

“Tattooing is very controlled,” he con¬ 
tinues. “You know how you want it to look 
at the end before you start. My painting 
isn’t controlled like that; I enjoy just see¬ 
ing where it takes me.”

Home Is Where the Art Is 


Why South County is becoming a necessary haven for house shows

O n a clear, late afternoon in Aliso 
Viejo, Michael Davis sits in a 
remote corner of his house, lis¬ 
tening to his son’s band Shar¬ 
ing Rooms play to a room full of hip high 
schoolers. The living room has been emp¬ 
tied of furniture to make space for every¬ 
one, while a string of tiny lights illuminates 
the walls and adds a cozy ambience. 

Davis sits back, relaxed and taking it all 
in: the spangling guitars, shrill poetic vocals 
and moody vibes punctuated by bombas¬ 
tic melodic outbursts. And then his wife, 
Karen, who has been off tending to their 
dogs, comes to him with an urgent mes¬ 
sage: “One of the neighbors says he’s going 
to call the cops on the show,” she says. 

It’s not unusual for a house show to 
ruffle feathers in any neighborhood, but in 
an area where it’s rare to find creative out¬ 
lets and musical entertainment for young 
people, cranky neighbors and strict police 
are a buzzkill. Ultimately no one calls the 
cops on this Saturday, and the evening 
goes on without a hitch. Davis, who says 
this is his first time allowing a concert in 
his home, is pleased with how well the 
whole experience has gone. “Everybody’s 
peaceful and friendly, and they all enjoy 
the music,” he says. “I think it’s really a 
good idea for these little bands that are 
undiscovered to provide some sort of 
venue where they can get an audience and 
capture some people.” 

House shows in South Orange County 
have been on the rise lately, partly because 
of a trend of mobilization among youth to 
invent creative outlets with the available 


resources. Young bands get good exposure 
with little risk, unlike with the pay-to-play 
option in which mainstream venues and 
promoters swindle ingenues out of money 
they don’t have.When you factor in the 
use of Facebook and Instagram, any musi¬ 
cian can distribute content and news to a 
broader network. And let’s not forget good, 
old-fashioned word of mouth. 

Out of the garage, these bands make 
it out to ... well, other people’s garages, 
living rooms or back yards. And these 
kids are perfectly content with that. In a 
region rife with expansive landscapes and 
repressive conservatism, these intimate 
domestic spaces have become the de facto 
settings for start-up bands to play before a 
live audience. Most of the time, the hosts 
are kids—from high school to college age— 
who’ve gotten their parents’ and neigh¬ 
bors’ permission, and in many cases, they 
are in the bands playing that night. 

In some quiet, South County beach 
communities, however, there are artists 
who feel as if they’re stepping on eggshells 
while they’re playing. Cameron Miller, 
singer for the hardcore band Seizures, 
explains that even getting permission 
from elderly neighbors ahead of time 
won’t keep them from calling the cops 
because loud music disrupts their routine. 
“They don’t know [our music]; they don’t 
want it,” Miller says. “They want concerts 
to be held in [Irvine Meadows] Amphithe¬ 
atre-kind of like how you’re not allowed 
to skate anywhere but in skate parks.” 

But the rise of house shows has seemingly 
raised the bar for performing bands. Jacob 


Beaver of the band Twin Bruises is barely 
18, yet he has hosted numerous shows in 
his Mission Viejo home and has noticed 
how a willing audience will entice bands 
to up their skill level. “It’s like watching a 
kid grow up, in a way. Local bands start to 
get bigger, and then they get better,” Beaver 
says. “There’s an overall improvement in the 
lyrics and production quality of the songs.” 

But the real connective tissue that holds 
the scene together is the ease with which 
everyone at a house show can connect. 
Friends, friends of friends, parents and 
family members, even complete strangers— 
all of them feed off one another’s collective 
excitement and energy within the confines 
of a tight space. And since shows are open 
to the public, bands get the thrill of intro¬ 
ducing their music to potential new fans. 

Alyx Poska of OC DIY—an independent, 
underground music collective that puts on 
shows throughout Orange County—grew 
up in Mission Viejo and came of age play¬ 
ing in DIY venues such as San Diego’s Che 
Cafe. He marvels at how South County 
has fostered a harmonious music environ¬ 
ment in recent years. “It feels really awe¬ 
some to see 40 to 50 kids in this garage, 
and most of them know the most impor¬ 
tant lines in the songs and sing along,” 
Poska says. “I might be 25 and old and 
jaded compared to them, but, like, I still 
feel those teenage feelings they’re talking 
about and enjoy their music.” 

Aly Gillies, who plays flute and key¬ 
board for the band Evary, is a transplant 
from San Diego. She admits she had a 
hard time adjusting to her new surround¬ 


ings, saying she owes her decreasing shy¬ 
ness and expanding her musical horizons 
to the scene. “I’ve met so many incredible 
people from going to house shows,” she 
says. “I’ve become more comfortable 
around new people because of the scene, 
and it’s honestly a huge part of my life.” 

While the music is predominantly emo 
and hardcore, genres range from scrappy 
garage punk to indie pop to shoegaze and 
math rock. In addition to Evary and Twin 
Bruises, bands such as the Gloriosas, Verb 
the Noun, the Gromble, Pedestrian and 
Getting Married have been featured. 

“South County’s music genres are more 
polarized, from the Burger [Records] kids 
to the emo and hardcore and punk kids,” 
Poska says. “It’s a good thing these shows 
are happening because, without them, 
people can’t get exposed to new music 
and can’t meet new friends.” 

These new friends even include mem¬ 
bers of hardcore bands such as Ridgeway 
and Seizures, who are older and have 
toured different parts of the country. 

OC DIY has been bringing South 
County bands to play shows in small 
shops and houses in Anaheim, Santa Ana 
and Fullerton. Divides are breaking down 
within the disparate music communities. 
Through these alternative spaces, Poska 
sees potential for even more experimen¬ 
tation in musical acts. “There’s a lot of 
opportunities for house shows to include 
weirder stuff and things that don’t nor¬ 
mally happen in music venues,” he says. 
“[The bands] would really benefit from it.”

Rome Where 
They Want To 

Sublime With Rome brought the LBC to Texas

F ollowing the surprising success 
of their debut, you could forgive 
Sublime With Rome’s lead singer 
for being overly excited. After 
all, it’s not often—if ever—that a singer 
could perform with a band whose pedigree 
is on par with Sublime’s, not to mention 
release an album. Yet Rome Ramirez found 
himself introducing Sublime’s brand of 
reggae rock to an audience who were only 
a few years younger than him. 

Sublime With Rome’s debut, Yours Truly, 
may have breathed new life into the band, 
but there was trouble simmering internally 
Drummer Bud Gaugh left the outfit in 
December 2011, vowing to never rejoin the 
band amid doubts over the group’s name 
and desire to tour. His subtraction allowed 
for Eric Wilson and Ramirez to enlist 
drummer-to-the-stars Josh Freese to take 
over behind the kit for subsequent tours. 

When the trio went back into the 
studio this past December to work on a 
sophomore album, the band’s return to 
Sonic Ranch in El Paso proved to be try¬ 
ing. They had already worked on a few 
ideas in Wilson’s studio, and now they 
were working again with producer Paul 
Leary, but the songs weren’t as plenti¬ 
ful, so the band returned to California 
without making progress. However, when 
they returned in February, something was 
different. The group recorded 19 songs in 
three weeks, with Freese proving to be a 
calming, creative force in the studio. 

“Josh is so rad,” Ramirez says. “He’s so 
talented, and tracking drums—one of the 
most fun things I’ve ever done in my life. 
Watching him do that was insane!” 

Unlike during the sessions for Yours 
Truly, the band were focused on making a 
complete, collaborative album. Reese was 
involved with the songwriting process and 
helped to push Wilson and Ramirez cre¬ 
atively Recording in Texas, Ramirez says, 


helped the group concentrate on making 
a cohesive album without worrying about 
external distractions. “I don’t know if I’d 
be able to write those songs on this album 
in LA,” he explains. “I’m not saying the 
songs would be any better or worse, but I 
don’t think I’d be able to write these songs. 

I stand behind this record; it’s so sick, and 
I think the fans are gonna go ballistic when 
they hear this shit!” 

With Sirens slated to be released on July 
17, Sublime With Rome continue to carve 
out an identity separate from their previ¬ 
ous incarnation. “It really feels like I’ve 
been able to cement myself in that posi¬ 
tion with the band of what we’re trying to 
do,” Ramirez says. “That being said, hav¬ 
ing this record is the perfect opportunity 
to showcase what we would like to do in 
the future. We’re always challenging our¬ 
selves to write better music. From Yours 
Truly to Sirens, we’ve become a lot tighter, 
closer, and I think it reflects in our music.” 

More than 20 years after Sublime first 
appeared on music fans’ radar, the new 
version manages to be as popular as ever. 
Ramirez attributes the group’s success not 
only to their popular back catalog, but also 
to their internal harmony. 

“We’re going to keep playing, and hon¬ 
estly, it sounds super-wack or whatever, 
but we really like one another,” Ramirez 
says. “We talk; when we have a problem, 
we address it. There are bands that go out 
on the road and don’t have fun because the 
guys don’t get along with one another, but 
we do. It’s easy to see how much fun we’re 
having and that we’re actually enjoying 
being and playing with one another.”

Loving the LocalsOnly 

Darkness » candace hansen 


I nspired by grunge, rock gods and powerful 
post-punk, Long Beach band Spare Parts for 
Broken Hearts have thrived on a dark, melodic 
sound since forming in a downtown LA rehearsal 
space in 2010. Fusing heavy rock with a side of 
power pop, the trio's fan base grows steadily 
as they play everywhere from dive bars to the 
House of Blues. The name holds significance for 
front woman Sarah Green, who says the forma¬ 
tion of her band has been the key to helping her 
piece together who she is both on- and off-stage. 

"People always ask me why I write dark music," 
the vocalist/guitarist says. "Music is the way I feel 
relief from darkness; it makes me feel understood 
when I hear it, like somebody can hear me. I've 
spent so much time alone listening to music, and I 
want to be that artist for someone else." 

In 2008, Green met bassist Laurita Guaico 
(one-time Weekly cover gal and former guitar¬ 
ist for rock trio Relish) while they were playing 
in separate bands on the Vans Warped Tour. 

After conversations on the road, they realized 
they should get together and make music they 
could call their own. In 2010, the pair met up in 
an hourly rehearsal studio and fleshed out some 
grungy heartfelt jams with the intention to "take 
songs to their highest possible level," Green says. 
From 2011 to 2013, the newly christened Spare 
Parts for Broken Hearts played throughout SoCal 
and recorded a self-titled EP In 2014, they added 
drummer Mikey Vallejo to their lineup. After 
only a few rehearsals with him, Spare Parts for 
Broken Hearts won the Orange County Music 
League's Battle of the Bands. The band are now 
spending the summer promoting their new EP, / 
Love You II. The album weaves '90s-influenced 


grunge, rock and dream-pop with a fresh take on 
heavy emotional anthems, complete with gang 
choruses and raw riffs a la L7 having a discussion 
with System of a Down at an Elliott Smith concert. 

Their live shows are a mix of well-calibrated 
build-ups and controlled chaos. Guaico's stage 
presence is electric, her bass and guitar chops 
flawless. Her mix of distortion, effects pedals and 
warm tube amps add sonic layers and dimension 
to their sound. Vallejo sits cool and collected, 
holding it all down with tasteful syncopation. 
Green delivers raw emotion and steadfast shred¬ 
ding, coming and going between melodies, riffs 
and intentional feedback—"mostly ambiguous 
and always androgynous," she says. Even when 
Green and Guaico switch instruments, the flow is 
never compromised. 

The band's songwriting style is dynamic. "Any 
time two or all of us get together, it seems that 
we just understand each other without saying 
much," Guaico says. "We complement and sup¬ 
port each other's writing really well." The three 
blend harmonies, heavy rhythms, catchy hooks, 
empathy and occasional bars of odd time. 

Spare Parts for Broken Hearts' emotional and 
driving rock anthems connect with their audi¬ 
ences in the best possible way, bridging dark 
melodies with authenticity and passion.
